\Ve lidpf tlicrc will be no tomiioriz- 
iug witii the Chinese^ in the paymeut of 
taxes muler the Assessment ami Sehool 
Tax Acts of 1870. Hie first n'fusal to 
pay sliouKl meet with siuniiiaiy aetioii 
oil the iiart of the Goveniiiieut. The 
Goveriiiiient purposely hotolied the 
C'hiiu'so Head Tax Bill; and tiiey can- 
not bo allowed to let the Chine.so oil' 
without payiiig the .same taxe.s that 
white men have to p.iy. The mistake 
of the Government cou.sisted in not in- 
serting a perniissvo clau.se in the Head 
Tax Act, which would have remlered 
the avoidance of payment impossible. 
Wo go in, now, for the collectiou of tho 
ordinary taxes from John Cliinaman, 
and should he appeal to tho Supreme 
Court he will get very little sympathy 
there. \Vc are sorry to observe that 
the Government hesitates to njove in 
tlio matter. They would seem to be 
very tenderfootcd whenever a step 
affecting tho Chinese requires to lie 
taken.

Tho Armioa of tho Indian Princos. 

The Times closes an article on the 
native Indian armies as follows : "The 
military guardianship of India is the 

duty and tlio right of England. The 
military energy of the native Princes 
need not bo abruptly clieckod, but they 
should be invited themselves to suggest 
how it can be made to combine with, 
and play its proper part in, the general 
schcm'e of Indian defences. Scindiah 
is showing himself rece])tive of the 
fruitful idea by which Prussia fitted 
herself to renew her military vitality 
from the midst of political death. Ciood 
rather than harm both to England and 
to himself might result from the change 
if he would also in sonrie .shape or other 
incorporate his local soldiers in the Im- 
perial army of India, which Great Bri- 
tain lcad.s. Tho final choice of tho feu- 
datory States must be between no array 
and one whioh should be a wing of the 
confederate Indian forces. Officered 
jointly by natives and by Englishmen, 
and manojuvi-ed on proper occasions as 
part of an Imperial army, native forces 
might, perhaps, be made a new source 
of internal strength to India. At pre- 
sent they arc a motive and a nucleus 
for disturbing conjectures and delusions 
wliich injure none more than the 
princes and populations whose resources 
are squandered upon them."

SZSUAaOZ'S "WIFE. ^ 

"Sho it is -who has llado Ife "^hat 
1 am." 

The wife of Prince Bismarck, .Johan- 
na von Putkammer, of an old and noble 
Pomei-anian family, was born in 1824. 

He made her acquaintance at the mar- 
riage of one of his friends, where she 
actetl as bridesmaid, and two years 
later — in 1874 — ho asked her to become 
his wife. Her family was not at first 
disposed to accept his jiropo.sal.s. At 
that time Her von Bismarck enjoyed a 
rather curious reputation. He was sur- 
named "dertoUe Bismarck" (inad Bis- 
marck,) and had earned this title by his 
numerous duels, his ilariiig feat:s of 
horsenianrdiip, ami some widely-sju-cad 
anecdotes concerning his attitude gen- 
erally toward professors, burgomasterf , 
and other respectable members of what 
German students call "Philistine So- 
ciety." But more especially ho owed 
his surname to the very noisy revels he 
used to hold with a number of exceed- 
ingly young men at Kiuephof and at 
Schoenhau.sen. To quiet, respectable, 
religious people, like tho Putknmmers, 
he did not appear a very eligible suitor 
for an only and beloved child. Bis- 
marck, however, settled the question at 
once. He walked U[) to .Miss ■loh.uina, 
and having ascertained by a lo(d<: that 
she sided with him, he folded her in 
his anus, and said, turning to her as- 
tonished relatives, "What God has 
united, no man shall ]iut asunder.'' 
Princess l>isnia]-ck has preserved all the 
siiupliciLy of her voutii. She is a ])er- 
f(!ct spcciinon, in the best sense of the 
word, of the' German hausfrau (house- 
wife.) She is very (jui(?t, bears her 
honors as the most natural thing in the 
world, houis fast by tho old friends of 
humbler days, and has but one great 
object in life — to make her husband and 
cliildi en hapjiy. She cares for them in 
a peaceful, motherly w.ay, and her ser- 
enity and patience, which havo always 
secured for Bismarck a quiet home, 
have certainly contributeil to his suc- 
cess through life. "She it i.s," he once 
said to a friend, "wlio has made me 
what I am." 

Farm Froduco in Enerland. 

In a letter to the 'Timrs ]\Ir. jMechi 
gives the ja-oduce of a farm of 457 
acres, when the tenant was his. own 
laridlofd.
